The Magiftrates of the Boroughs, and ‘Colleéters of 
the Land-tax come in fo faft with their Quota’s, pur- 
fuant to the Order iflued in that Refpeét, for which the 
Boroughs have Affignments on the Excife, that the Clerks 
have {carce Leifure to count and receive the fame. 

The Dire&ors of the two Banks having been told,

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland is ex- 
pected at Kentington from Flanders on Ginday next.— 
After a glorious Campaign. 

Thurfday upwards of 100 Horfe were marked at the 
Tower, and fent to Woolwich, in order to carry a large 
Quantity of Arms, and Powder for Porttmonth. 

Some Accounts have been received by Sea, that the 


‘Sutherlands, Frazers, Mackays, and other loyal Clans 


in the North, have taken Arms for his Majefty’s Service, 
and_will-ipeedily march into the Low Countries to act 
againit the Rebels. 

According to fome Accounts from the North, the Re- 
bels are fuid to have furprized the King’s Forces while 
it was dark, and that te Advantage they have gained, 
was chiefly owing to their perfeét Knowledge of the 
Country, and to the exceflive Fatigue of thofe Troops, 
harafled by a long March. (Though not 12 of them bad 
ever been on the Spot befire that Morning.) The fame 
Lewers add, that Mr. Murray of Broughton was killed 
in the Engagement.

The Court affembled this Morning. between 8 and 9, 


when Capt. .Burrith. of the Dorfetthire was called to the 
Bar, and brought to his Trial. 
The Charge againft him was, 

Firft, For not engaging within Point-Blank; with- 
drawige trom the Battle, and out of his proper Station in 
the Line. 

Secondly, For not: bearing down’ and engaging in his 
Station, notwithftanding Adm‘ral Matthews fent him 
two feveral Orders to bear down, during the Engage- 
ment, to engage the Enemy; in returnto which Orders, 
the faid Burrith pretended he had no Powder fill’d, altho” 
als engagement eA been expected for feveral Days pre- 
ceeding. 

Thirdly, For fiting when he was fire of not -reachiig 
the Enemy, upon a Point-bBlank, contrary to his Inftru- 
tions. and his Duty. 

Fourthly, For not affifting and relieving the Marlbo- 
rough, (tno’ the next-Ship to her;-and-capable~of giving 
her Aifiltance) agreeable to his Inftructions, and twofe- 
veral Orders tent to him by Lieutenant Bently from Ad- 
miral Matthews. 

Fifthly, Kor. not. Covering and Condu@ting the Fire- 
fhip, whereby the blew up without doing Execution, not- 
withitanding the deceas’d Captain of the Firefhip did hail 
him, and requeft Affiftance from him. 

The Court, atter the Charge was read, proceeded to 
examine the Witneflés in Support of it, and only7 were 
examtned; who were Capt. Knowler, Capt. Bentley, 
Capt. Nuceila (late Lieutenants of the Martoorovgh and 
Namure) Capt. Cole of the Marines on board the Dor- 
fethhire, and the Gunner of the faid Ship, Barthal late 
Boatfwain of the Firefhip, and one Buptifta a Spanith 
Gentleman, the only Qficer left-alive of the Mattbo- 
rough’s Quarter-Deck. Before the latter pave Evi- 
dence, a Debate arofe, Whether he fhould be admitted, 
as being a Roman Catholick; but-one of the Judges af- 
furing the Court of his unblemithed Reputation, he was 
admitted and fworn. 
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Then the Court adjourned till Ta-morrow. 
September 26. : 

The Court affembled between Eight and Nine of the 
Clock, and after Captain Burrith was brought into Court, 
they proceeded in the Examination uf Witnefles in fup- 
port of the Charge againft him. : 

Lieut. Hyde of the Marlborough was examined.

And the Captain of the W ea who repeated the 
Siguals of the Admiral, and who by his Station, having 
nothing elfe to do, was expeéted to give an ample Ac- 
count of Captain Burrith’s Conduét, but he faid he re- 
membred nothing, and could not fo much as antwer-for 
the Truth of his Toure, though given in and figned by 
him. This feemed to pive the Court great Offence, 
and the Prefident asked him, as he was ftationed to re- 
peat the Signals, why he did not minute down what he 
obferved, as it was certainly his Duty ; notwitoftanding 
he continued to: fay, he remembred nothings and after 
fome fharp Reprimands, he was orderedto withdraw, to 
the general Diffatisfa€tion of the Court. ;

The Courtadjourned till To-morrow Eight o’Clock.
